Cornell, in pointing out that c it­ 
izens whose daily routine iden­

means. 
"I have noted the difference l*c- 
tw cen the centers of defense ac­ 
tivity and the o th er comm unities 
to the extent that topics of the 
hour arc discussed Many persons 
seem to feel rem ote from the de­ 
fense program because they do not 
see it in action. It does not touch 
their personal lives, except as they 
listen to it second-hand through 
the radio or read about it in Hic 
newspapers, or as it will touch 
them through higher faxes 
"Time and tim e again I hear, 
'W hat d o e s it all m ean?' lf we are 
to have a united nation, there 
must he an answ er to that ques­ 
tion.” 
W’hat can rural organization do 
for defense? Dr. Polson says they 
can get people talking about it; 
talk about w hat they wish to de­ 
fend, how they can do it, w hat 
kind of peace they w ant. and many 
other public issues. The defense 
program , he adds requires an un­ 
derstanding and agreem ent on gov­ 
ernm ent action not expected in 
peace time. 
The Cornell sociologist recom ­ 
mends discussion and forum pro­ 
gram s that would reach into ev­ 
ery village and ham let. "Not only 
do we need more town halls, we 
nerd more forum s in the village 
hall and grange hall.” 
Most of today's education for 
democracy’, be says is conducted 
as part of the program of some 
established organization, such as 
the grange, the rural church, or 
the home bureau. An effort is be­ 
ing made to encourage these o r­ 
ganizations to help train the lay 


leaders rrsj>onMblr for the pro­ 
grams. 
Listed as one of the greatest 
difficulties in getting m em bership 
organizations to consider cu rren t 
issues is the fear of controversy. 
In northern New York, for exam ­ 
ple. some folks told Dr. Polson 
they could not discuss milk leg­ 
islation because it would produce 
antagonism among members. They 
said. "Milk is too hot to handle.” 
Yet, they a>k where they can get 
inform ation about the milk prob­ 
lem. 
"In a dem ocracy, discussion of 
controversial issues must have an 
outlet. P erham the answ er lies in 
public forums presided over by in­ 
dividuals 
w ith 
reputations 
for 
fairness and firm ness.” 
The Hornell teacher says rural 
m inisters have had good success in 
prom oting sm all informal discuss­ 
ion groups, and that some of the 
rural school system s of the state 
have public forum s a s part of their 
w ork in adult education.
